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6 6. (original) A method of making an agent according to 

7 claim 1 characterized in that a solid phase synthesis in a liquid 

8 phase is used. 

1 7. (original) The method of making an agent according 

2 to claim 1 characterized in that a peptide according to claim 1 is 

3 expressed by a nucleic acid coding for this peptide sequence. 

1 8. (original) The use of the peptide according to claim 

2 1 for producing a pharmaceutical. 

1 9. A healing or treatment method as well as a method of 

2, preventing the illness TSE characterized in that the patient is 

3 enriched with a peptide according to claims 1 to 5. 
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
